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SUSPENSION UPHELD 


An appeal has been received from 
AMA Grand National Champion Gene 
Romero on the suspension levied against 
him by the Chairman of the AMA 
Competition Congress July 12. Romero 
and three other Expert riders were 
suspended for 15-days for having 
submitted falsified medical forms with 
physicians’ signatures forged on those 
forms. 

The three other riders involved were 
Charles Palmgren of Freehold, N.J.; 
Richard Hammer of Artesia, Calif.; and 
Gordon Van Leeuwen of Los Angeles, 
Calif. 

The AMA’s Legal council reviewed 
the appeal and has reported to the 
association that it is not proper under 
the professional rule book. Thereby, it 
is not to be honored by the AMA. 

Legal council arrived at this opinion 
based on Chapter 17 of the 1971 
Professional Competition Rule Book 
which states in the last paragraph under 
B-2 “Any suspension levied by the 
chairman of the Competition Congress 
hereunder shall be for not less than 15 
days for the first offense and not less 
than six months for a second offense of 
the same nature. There shall be no 
appeal from any suspension levied 
hereunder.” 

The riders have served four days of 
their 15-day suspension, consequently 
11 additional days of their suspension 
are to be served.

Fullerton to Build Park

FULLERTON, CAL., July 13, 1971 — 
Anaheim's Banzai Minibike Park is such 
a success that it's being copied much to 
the delight of everyone. On a 3-1 vote, 
the Fullerton City Council approved the 
inclusion of a minibike park within the 
city limits. Estimated opening date will 
be August 6, 1971. 

This is good news to the many 
minibke and motorcycle riders who 


COMPUTER RACER 
BELFAST, NORTHERN IRELAND, 
July 2, 1971 — A 500cc motorcycle 
racing engine developed at the Queen's 
University may form the basis of a new 
British motorcycle aimed at American 
and other overseas makers. One unusual 
feature of the enterprise is that all the 
design work on the engine was done by 
the University's computer. 

The engine was completed only nine 
months after the project ‘was 
undertaken by a small team headed by 
Dr. Gordon Blair of the University’s 
Faculty of Mechanical Engineering. 

According to Dr. Blair, the single 
cylinder 2-stroke engine generates over 
60 bhp at 7,800 rpm. This is the eighth 
motorcycle engine to be developed by 
computer at the University. Two years 
ago a twin cylinder 250cc racing engine 
was designed and built at Queen’s. 

Dr. Blair said, “The engine is a serious 
proposition for road racing, ‘scrambling’ 
and as an ordinary road-going machine. 
The objective of the project is to try 
and produce greater target power. Using 
the computer, we are now completing 
design in a very short time whereas 
other methods might take years to 
produce our desired development 
goals.”

were banished last year from the vacant 
lots and range of hills that cut across the 
northern section of the city. The site is 
the Brea Dam basin, leased by the city 
from the Federal Government, and 
offers 16 acres that can be developed 
into a cycle park. 

The initial investment will be $9900, 
and will be used for grading and fencing, 
signs, starter building, utilities and 
insurance. 

Recurring. expenses will include 
$8,700 for two recreation leaders. 
Another $1,700 will be needed for 
rented portable toilets annually. 

The city will charge riders $1 per day 
and estimates 50 riders each day during 
summer vacation and 20 on all. other 
days. They expect to operate on a 
$5300 deficit each year. 

Limits on the size of bikes, course 
rules, attire, conduct, muffler 
requirements and other controls will be 
set by Fullerton’s Park and Recreation 
Commission. 

Fullerton’s park director, James 
Cowie, expects the park to be an instant 
success, equal to the new park they 
placed it on a trial basis to determine its 
success. 

Anaheim’s minicycle park has come 
under scrutiny from many cities and 
most have commented favorably, 
realizing that Banzai Cycle Park may 
well be the answer to the question, 
“Where can I ride?”

cerned about their opinions. Voluntarily reducing the noise from motor- 

cycles will encourage sympathetic support. 

Q. Wby should I worry about noise if I want to ride in totally unpopulated 
areas? 

A. There is no place in the United States where you can be truly alone. The 
conservation clubs in remote areas are those that have the greatest voice in 
restriction of the areas in which you can ride. 

Q. Will the new muffling stardards affect the performance of my new motor- 
cycle? ' 

A. Manufacturers are designing their standard production motorcycles to put 

out the maximum amount of horsepower with the muffler on it. These muf- 

flers will be the result of a new, major research effort currently under way. 
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Q. Will the muffler cause any mechanical problems or failures in my motor- 
cycle? 

A. No—the motorcycle is designed to produce maximum reliability with the 
use of a stock muffler. The use of noisy open megs or expansion chambers 
may cause burned pistons, piston seizures or other related mechanical 
failures. 


Q. Can I modify the exhaust system on my new motorcycle after the new 
standard takes effect? 

Yes, but the warranty on your bike will be immediately voided. If you are 
interested in the protection of your machine, you will not carry out ex- 
haust modifications.

On Berdoo’s Inconsistencies

There are at present at least two 
individuals attempting to circumvent 
the red tape, hassles and harassments 
that go along with the crime of opening 
a motorcycle park in San Bernardino 
County. Oddly, although each parcel of 
land in question is virtually right next 
door to each other, the Board of 
Supervisors and the County Planning 
Commission have managed to pass 
entirely different judgments for the 
separate applications. 

Ron Daley of Oro Grande 
Recreational Parks represents 500 acres 
near Phelan. Elaborate plans for a huge 
complex of which cycling occupies a 
backdrop have been completed and now 
he only awaits official permission. His 
original application has already been 
denied, naturally, despite complete 
backing by the Phelan Chamber of 
Commerce, On July 26, an appeal will 
be presented before the County Board 
of Supervisors. Daley needs letters, 
speakers in his behalf, and massive 
support in general. The meeting is at 
3:30 p.m. at 175 W. Fifth St, San 
Bernardino, on the second floor. 

The second applicant, Ken Hutchins, 
who represents 800 acres of wasteland, 
was granted a permit despite objections 
from the people who live closest to the 
site, nearly two miles away. Along with 
the. permit, however, i 


Commission prepared a severe set of 
conditions that our NASA scientists 
would find difficult to cope with.

Sanitary 
facilities must include flush toilets with 
running water. A $10,000 bond must be 
posted.

We could spend all day discussing the 
illegalities and nonsense these 
conditions represent, but there is where 
the significance lies: Daley represents 
planning, organization, and lots of 
capital, so his application for a park was 
immediately shoved under the rug. 
Hutchins, on the other hand, has little 
plans and less capital. All he wants to do 
is open up a worthless piece of land to 
motorcyclists to play on. Being quite 
harmless, he was crucified...

Court Rules Against M/C Confiscations 


A landmark decision regarding 
confiscation of motorcycles with altered 
numbers was made recently in Long 
Beach, Calif. The case involves the 
confiscation of a chopped '48 Harley by 
the Long Beach Police Department 
under vehicle code Section 10751. 

The statute says: “No person shall 
knowingly (emphasis ours) buy, receive, 
dispose of, sell, offer for sale, or have in 
his possession any motor vehicle, or 
motor removed from a motor vehicle, 
from which the manufacturer’s serial or 
motor number of manufacturer’s gross 
vehicle weight rating or other 
distinguishing number or identification 
mark. or number placed thereon under 
assignment from the department has 
been removed, defaced, covered, 
altered, or destroyed for the purpose of 
concealing or misrepresenting the 
identify or manufacturer’s gross vehicle 
weight rating of the motor vehicle or 
motor.” 

On May 25, 1971, Long Beach 
Superior Court Judge Charles C. 
Stratton ruled in favor of petitioner 
Micheal Anderson, pointing out if the 
person whose motorcycle is confiscated 
is not charged with the theft of that 
motorcycle, it becomes almost 
impossible for the city to prove that the 
person had in his possession a vehicle 
with altered numbers. 

Anderson, a three-year veteran of the 
Green Berets, was pulled over for a 
traffic violation earlier in the year when 
the attending officers decided 
immediately that the numbers had 
probably been altered. The machine was 
confiscated and Anderson was’ sent 
home with no citation or arrest.

The police simply refused to return 
the bike despite Anderson's attempts to 
produce the bill of sale and pink slip. 
Only after hiring an attorney, Franklin 
Radoff, could the case be brought 
before the court and the final landmark 
decision reached. 

After the decision, Radoff said, “I 
have been told that this is the first time 
a motorcycle ever to be returned to the 
alleged owner as a result of confiscation 
under the code in the Long Beach area, 
and possibly even the County of Los 
Angeles.”

Four Owners Assn. Asks 
DOT To Recall Early 
Defective Honda Models 


SAN DIEGO, CAL., July 1, 1971 — The 
International Four Owners Association 
(Four Owners Club) has requested the 
U.S. Department of Transportation to 
consider directing American Honda 
Motor Co., Inc. to recall all early models 
of the Honda 750 Four motorcycle 
because of a high incidence of breaking 
final-drive chains. The request was 
accompanied by copies of letters, 
bulletins, photos and other material 
intended to prove the need for recall 
because of safety. 

Four Owner Association president, 
Bill Robinson, pointed out to officials 
of the D.O.T. that the problem has 
apparently been corrected on the new 
Honda 750 Four, model K1, because of 
a complete lack of member, owner or 
press reports of such incidents. On the 
other hand, the early Honda Fours 
continue to experience this trouble 
which often breaks engine cases not 
covered by warranty, costing the owner 
$200 to $400 in repairs. 

Robinson stated, however, that the 
main reason in asking for a recall was 
for safety. "The possibility of a rear 
wheel lock-up when the drive chain 
breaks was always there", he stated, 
"but this has now happened to a 
member — because of a broken chain — 
so we must make an effort to get this 
corrected. It is what our members want 
and expect." 

As head of the motorcycle owner 
association, he claimed that **while the 
‘chain’ problem may have been 
corrected in the new modcl, buying a 
new $2000 dollar vehicle was an 
expensive way for an owner to correct a 
defect. These big Fours need a cure 
because they're going to be around for a 
long while.” 

A recent “Open Letter to American 
Honda” from the Four Owners 
Association in their July InFOURmer, 
the Four Association’s newsletter, 
revealed that the Four Owners had 
requested help “quietly” from the 
factory last March but claimed this has 
gone unanswered.

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VALEK CONTINUES INTER

ORLANDO, FLA., July 18, 1971 — 
Two teachers held school at the fourth 
of the Inter AMA-events here Sunday 
and emerged victorious over some of the 
best riders from the United States and 
Europe. Valastiml Valek, who teaches 
motocross for the CZ factory in 
Czechoslovakia, won the 250 
International class and America’s 
traveling motocross professor Gary 
Bailey took the gold in the National 
Open class. Valek did not come by his 
victory the easy way, winning only the 
first of the three motos. Bailey captured 
his win with a textbook ride in 
consistency. 

Orlando Sports Stadium’s largest 
crowd ever (4,000 plus) suffered 
through unusually high humidity and 
heat to hopefully see America’s best 
motocrossers defeat the Europeans. It 
didn’t quite come off but they did get 
to see some of the most exciting 
motocross racing ever seen in this 
country.

Vlastimil Valek continued to dominate the Inter-AMA series as he again won the 250cc 


International class overall. 


Thirty-four riders sat on the line for 
the start of the day's racing in the Open 
National class. Barry Higgins pulled a 
hole shot on the field to open a 
tremendous lead on the first lap. 
Higgins, not having the problems with 
traffic of the others, increased his lead 
easily throughout the heat to take a 
relatively easy win. Gordon Bowden, 
the transplanted Irishman who now lives 
in Jacksonville, Fla., worked his way 
into second early in the heat and 
remained there until the end. Bowden 
made a valiant attempt to catch the 
fleeing Higgins but never got within 20 
yards of him. Gary Bailey got off to a 
poor start and spent most of the heat 
working his way through traffic. He 
closed on Bowden once, but Bowden 
kept his Sprite gassed and Bailey had to 
settle for third. 

James O’Neil of Reseda, Calif., and 
Tom Laurion of Madison, Wisc. (Hus) 
had a tremendous duel for fourth with 
O'Neil edging Laurion out at the 
checkers. 

The second moto was a repeat of the 
first with Higgins opening a tremendous 
lead off the starting line. Zane Kent, of

water hole and drowned his engine. He 
lost almost a full lap getting his bike 
restarted and came from 16th to finish 
sixth in this final moto. 

The Open National class is supposed 
to be a supporting event but the 
closeness and speed of the competition 
‘made it some of the most exciting 
racing ever seen in Florida. 

Bailey's third, second and first put 
together enough points to edge Higgins 
out by a narrow margin. Bowden's two 
seconds and a third gave him enough to 
be within 10 points of Higgins. The 
three riders repeated their duel of the 
winter AMA series and the rest of the 
field just couldn't hang with them 
throughout the afternoon. 

The 250 event started much closer 
than the first Open moto, with six or 
seven riders bunched together during 
the first few laps. Valek got an early 
lead, but he was closely followed by 
Keith Fransn (Hus), Gary Jones, (Yam) 
who is top American so far in the series, 
Jim Weinert (Mai), Jan-Erik Saellqvist 
(Hus) and Chris Horsfield, (CZ). 

Jones fell back early in the going and 
Jim Weinert, who has been riding every 
kind of race he can if it involves two 
wheelers, kept America's hopes up with 
a challenging third position. As the field 
sorted itself out, Valek edged ahead of 
Fransn and Weinert fell behind far 
enough to let Gunnar Lindstrom get by 
him. 

Valek crossed the line about ten feet 
ahead of the pursuing Fransn for a 
one-two European finish. Lindstrom

Marietta, Ga., came off behind Higgins 
and on the second lap blasted through 
the deep sand to go 10 bike lengths 
ahead. Kent was really gassing it and 
Higgins had to go all out to keep him in 
sight. 

Bailey had a better start this time and 
was running third. On the fourth lap, 
Kent came over a jump, dug his front 
wheel into the ground and landed on 
the gas tank. The pain caused Kent to 
fall down and Higgins retook the lead. 
Bailey held second behind Higgins until 
the end of the heat and Bowden was 
right behind in third. O’Neil again was 


, fourth. In fifth was Lars Larsson who 


had finished a disappointing 10th in the 
first moto. Larson has won all the Open 
class Inter-AMA’s to, date, but he was 
finding the competition a little more 
fierce today. Last week’s third place 
finisher, Jim Shotton, of Athens, Ga., 
was right behind Larssonat the checkers. 

Bailey was the one with the hole shot 
in the final moto and he proceded to 
dust everyone as he rode to an easy 
victory. Bowden, the model of 
consistency, was right in there for 
second. Larsson had managed to shake 
his earlier bad luck and finished a strong 
third. Higgins who had a terrible start, 
went through the deepest part ‘of’ a 


HT 
stayed in front/of Weinert for third. The 
only other Americans in the top ten in 
the first moto were Jones in seventh and 
Jim West (Hus) in ninth. 

The start of the second moto was a 
fiasco with many of the anxious riders 
jumping the start. This created the only 
discussion of the day as some of the 
energetic riders were penalized one 
position for their false start. Fransn and 
Valek dueled for the entire heat only to 
finish behind Jan-ErikSaellqvist whowas 
not peanlized. Valek was second and 
Fransn fourth after the penalties. Jim 
Winert had his best ride of the 
afternoon coming in to finish third right 
behind the leaders. He was the only 
American in the first nine riders across 
the line. Dick Burleson took ninth and 
had to work hard for it with all the 
traffic created by the Europeans around 
him. It was a much better finish than 
indicated by the results. 

Gunnar Lindstrom took the lead and 
dusted the field to win the last moto. 
Lindstrom, who resides in Plainfield, 
New Jersey, had been caught off guard 
at the start of the second moto and 
didn’t get to the starting line until the 
field has been flagged off. He spent the 

. entire moto passing riders and went all 
““thé way from last to finish seventh! at 





the checkers. But for his bad finish in 
the second moto he might have won. 
Gunnar readily admitted that it was his 
own fault that he was caught napping 
on the line. Saellqvist edged out Valek 
for second and Dave Bickers, who 
seemed to have problems with the sandy 
terrain all afternoon, was fourth. Chris 
Horsfield took fifth right ahead of 
charging Jim Weinert. Besides 
Lindstrom, Weinert was the only 
American in. the top ten in the final 
moto. 

Valek had an impressive afternoon, 
thrilling the crowd with his unusual 
riding style; unusual in the fact that he 
seemed to be able to keep his bike 
gassed all the way around the course, 
letting the machine go where it landed 
as it hit the high spots. Several times a 
lap he would be going in a straight line

sideways, keeping the spectator's hearts 
in their throats. His direction was right 
though, and his first, second and third 
finishes gave him his third victory of the 
series. 


Jan-Erick Saellqvist’s fifth, second and 
first gave him second money and 
Lindstrom was third and technically 
first American since he has lived here 
long enough to lose his accent. Gunnar 
shouldn’t mind sharing the honors of 
first American with Jim Weinert, as 
Jim’s fine fourth overall ahead of the 
majority of the Europeans was a 
fantastic feat. 


Next week the series moves to 
Tolinville, Ohio, for the fifth race of the 
series and hopefully an even closer 
finish for the Americans.

This came to pass by the action of a few property 
owners with the help of a new California trespass section of the Penal Code, Section 
602m. At that time, The Richmond Ramblers Motorcycle Club, which is a non-profit 
corporation, limited to 50 members, approached my office in regard to doing some- 
thing about the closure. 

We decided to file suit against 10 individual property owners and their wives so as 
to retain the use of said property for further motorcycling and related activities. The 
Supreme Court of California had ruled in 1970, that long use of land without 
objection by anyone and as if it were public land, gave the public the right to

HERRMANN TAKES 


SIDEWINDER'S $$ 


By N. A. Williams 
CLACKAMAS, ORE., July 9, 1971 — 
Ed Herrmann led an almost 10076 
Triumph Expert Main to win his share 
of the $2100 purse in the rain-shortened 
pro TT put up by the Oregon 
Sidewinders. 

National Number 83, Glen Adams, 
was the only non-Triumph rider to 
make the 10-lap Main and he squeezed 
in to take a second for Norton. Sonny 
Burres held off Chuck Joyner for third. 

Rain remained a threat for most of 
the early evening and when it finally 
arrived, the Sidewinders decided to 
reverse the remainder of the program to 
get the Experts in. 

When their main was completed, rain 
continued to drench the track, 
postponing the rest of the evening’s 
program.

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continue using the propety as in the past upon the theory that the owners, by doing 
nothing over the years to stop the alleged trespass, had impliedly dedicated their 
property to the public use. The action we filed was not only for The Richmond 
Ramblers Motorcycle Club and its members, but also for the general public. The 10 
original property owners mentioned above are locally powerful individuals; one of 
them is the Assemblyman from this area. Upon suing these property owners, they 
cross-complained against the Ramblers for $350,000 damage to the land. The land 
sued for is adjoined by other larger parcels of property which also have been used for 
many years in the same manner. These other parcels of property are owned by the 
Atchison, Topeka and Santa Fe Railroad, ARCO and some others. 

Every property owner directed the Richmond Police Department to make arrests 
on their property for 602m. The Richmond Ramblers have been carrying the 
financial burden of this law suit against the 10 property owners with very little help 
from outside motorcyclists. We had hoped to establish our legal precedent against the 
original 10 property owners before dealing with Santa Fe, ARCO and the others due 
to our limited financing. At the same time we decided to challenge 602m in the court 
in a criminal action. We therefore notified the Chief of Police that the Richmond 
Ramblers. were going to stage a hillclimb on the above-mentioned property and 
proceeded to do so. Ater 2% hours of hillclimbing, the police came, a Richmond 
Rambler was picked as a volunteer, and he was arrested. We are now therefore in the 
position of fighting a civil action over the right, title and use of the property and a 
criminal action for trespass. 

We believe that we can win both of these suits in the long run and that by winning 
we will benefit every motorcyclist, dealer and manufacturer doing business in 
California. Just recently, the Santa Fe Railway has been allowed to intervene in the 
civil suit on the side of the property-owner defendants and have filed a 
cross-complaint against the Richmond Ramblers Motorcycle Club in the sum of 
$1,200,000. They have also challenged the Richmond Ramblers’ right to bring this 
class action on behalf of themselves and the general public. The civil case has been set 
for trial on September 20, 1971, however, with the intervention of Santa Fe, the trial 
date will be undoubtedly moved off into the future. It is expected also that ARCO 
will also intervene as well as some others. A demurrer has been filed challenging the 
constitutionality of 602m and it is to be argued within the next few weeks. The 
Ramblers are now in a position of limited resources, fighting land holders of huge 
resources. 

We nonethless expect to win, but we need help. ONe or both of these cases is 
liable to go to the Supreme Court of California. The future of dirt motorcycle riding 
in California could well be decided in this battle over Point Richmond Hills. The 
Richmond Ramblers Motorcycle Club’s address is P.O. Box 484, Station A, 
Richmond, California 94808.

GRANGER CLINCHES SUZUKI SERIES

CALIFORNIA CITY, CAL., July 4, 
1971 — The climactic finish of SRA’s 
Suzuki Cyclone Series on Independence 
Day could have been lifted out of a 
Hollywood thriller script.

still were very much in the standings; 
Mark Granger with four Open class 
wins; Ron Roberts with four 250 class 
wins; and Don Wallingsford with three 
wins and a fifth in the 125 class. SRA 
officials were getting gray hairs over the 
possibility of a tie after the final race. 

The course was laid out without 
much thought of a tie-breaker as it was 
one of the longest and roughest of the 
series. It was the kind that made you 
work every second if you wanted to go 
super-fast, but was comfortable if you 
took it a little easy. It wound for a full 
10 miles through all kinds of terrain 
(except rocks). The start ran slightly 
downhill cross-country and dropped 
into a serpentine sand wash that exited 
at check one onto a graded road broken 
up by two short canyon crossings. 
Another section of rough cross-country 
and then a long uphill sand wash that 
wrecked havoc with many an 
improperly jetted scooter. SRA officials 
pulled at least 20 bikes out of this wash. 
Rough sawtooth terrain showed one 
interesting hill where SRA had set up an 
alternate route for those who lacked 
supreme confidence (or strong bike). It 
was faster over the top, but a lot more 
skittish as a majority of the beginners 
went around. The course was well 
marked and used an assortment of 
highway signs and construction 
barricades to accentuate the turns and 
danger marks. 

The full day of racing followed a two 


hour aerial fireworks display, and 
Sunday's finisher ^ pins were 
appropriately shaped like a busting 
firecracker. 


First of the tie-breaker races was the 
Open Novices. It turned out to be 
another Mark Granger benefit, but it 
was not quite that simple as Bob 
Wadlow on a CZ even held the lead 
briefly until a broken shock put him out

of contention, and Suzuki mounted 
Mike Dice was just a few seconds back 
at the finish. 

Roberts and the 250 Novices didn't 
go off until 3 p.m. so he had plenty of 
time to get ready and stew in the 
knowledge that he had to win. Granger 
had come up with a 250 CZ and entered 
the race. This was the match race 
everyone was hoping for and the 
spectators were not to be disappointed. 
This had to be the most exciting race 
witnessed in a long time as the lead 
changed five times in 30 miles. 

When the banner dropped, Granger 
whipped the CZ into a slight lead only 
to lose it about four miles out when he 
did a bad thing. He restarted quickly 
enough, and was about 200 yards back 
at the end of lap ome. Granger 
forced his way into the lead in a wash 
only to have Roberts' Ossa storm by 
again in the rough. 

On the third lap, Ron went over the 
handlebars, allowing Mark to retake the 
lead and hold it to the checkered flag 
with a rear tire flapping in the breeze. 
Roberts was closing hard at the finish 
on the disabled CZ, but did not have 
quite enough time to do the job.

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OREGONIAN BURRES ACES

CASTLE ROCK, ORE., July 17, 1971 
— It took seven long years of waiting 
and defeat but the Northwest finally got 


themselves their own National TT 
Champion at Castle Rock. 
The seventh annual event again 


played to an overflow crowd and a new 
record purse of $11,000 to the riders. 
The thousand additional seats brought 
in by the host Mt. St. Helens 
Motorcycle Club were gone long before 
the official opening of the program at 
8:00 p.m. 

The unique event, run annually on 
the edge of one of the smallest towns to 
ever have a motorcycle race of any type, 
has become the annual California vs. 
Washington vs. Oregon TT battle. 

For six long years the capacity 
crowds have watched their local aces 
take a thrashing from the Californians in 
both the National finals for Experts and 
the Junior final for the second-year 
pro's. Last year was a crack in the solid 
California wall when a Junior from 
Oregon finally won the yellow plate 
final for the first time. 

Washington-Oregon riders kept trying 
over the years but the best finish until 
last Saturday night by any northwest

Expert was a second place in 1969. The 
same rider failed to make the final last 
year but that same rider came back this 
year to win it all. 

Year after year, buried deep in the 
annual AMA racing annual, is the name 
Sonny Burres. Most of the time he is 
listed as the high-point TT rider in the 
nation in non-national events. He is well 
known in the Northwest but seldom 
competes in national events, except on 
the West Coast.

The Northwest was ready and waiting 
this year. Crowd favorite Mark Williams 
was the fastest qualifier, Burres was 
second. Both are Oregon riders, Burres 
has ridden in every one of the previous 








laps later and was riding like he was 
being chased by a freight train. 

Lap eleven had Aldana's BSA going 
on one cylinder but he managed to hold 
onto the lead one more lap before being 
re-passed by Burres. Then young John 
Hateley moved into second on lap 13 
and the stage was set for the closest TT 
finish in National histroy. 

Aldana “did his thing" on lap 
fourteen; going into turn one he hit the 
fence full throttle. The machine sailed 
into the air and flipped over five times, 
destroying four hay bales. That’s the 
same turn that he challenged last year. 
Number 3 again walked away but the 
machine was a total loss. 

Burres and Hateley started to pull 
away with Mann and Williams dueling 
for a distant third place. Williams finally 
nailed it down for good on the 23rd lap. 

The late laps found Jimmy Odom on 
the move and the final four rounds was 
a Williams-Odom duel for the last spot 
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six Castle Rock Nationals. Williams is the 
new ace that never rode as a Novice but 
was elevated to the Junior class the first 
time out under the old AMA political 
setup. 

As usual, things were so tough that 
less than one second separated the 
fastest Expert from the 36th and last 
Expert to make the program. Fast was 
the word and so fast that names such as 
Skip Van Leeuwen, Dusty Coppage, 
Bob Bailey and Chuck Palmgren did not 
go fast enough to even make the heat 
races. 

Time trials and Novice races are run 
on Friday night. It was a night filled 
with crashes — and an indication of 
things to come the following night on 
the short, fast Castle Rock course. 

The first Expert heat was a battle 
between Eddie Mulder and Williams. 
Just as Williams took the lead late in the 
race Al Kenyon crashed. The race was 
halted and Kenyon walked away — with 
a broken shoulder. The re-start had 
Mulder holding on for the win. 

The second heat was to be a preview 
of the Main Event. Burres was the close

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MOTOCROSS COURSES OF THE SOUTHWEST 


By Pete Szilagyi 


ARLINGTON MOTOCROSS PARK — 
This fine track recently lost its lease and 
is relocating in nearby Grand Prairie, 
Texas. If the owners can duplicate the 
old Arlington facility, they will have 
done a fine job. Look for the opening of 
the new facility sometime this summer. 


AUSTIN MOTOCROSS PARK 
Located in Manor, Texas, six miles east 
of Austin on US 290. This is one of the 
first tracks to appear in Texas; it was 
built by local M-X pioneer George 
Parks. A mile and one-tenth of natural 
terrain, it’s fast and rough with plenty 
of jumps. The soil tends to get very hard 
packed as the races progress. A fun 
track to ride but practice broadsliding 
before you come, you'll be doing plenty 
of it. Austin has trouble holding on to 
owners and is currently changing for the 
third time in as many years. No trees 
and lousy facilities but always a good 
time. Promoters usually run for trophies 
only. The new owners will probably go 
on the first Sunday of each month. This 
track helped ruin my marriage. 


BIG SPRING MOTOCROSS PARK — 
Located on FM 700 North near Big 
Spring in southwest Texas. This track 
participates in the point series with its 
sister track in San Angelo. A nice 
facility for a small town. It's 6/10 of a 
mile long with plenty of that good West 
Texas sand. This is a relatively slow 
track because of the deep sand and 
sharp turns. They run on the third 
Sunday of each month for about 
$150.00. Owned and operated by the 
local Optimist Club. How’s that for 
community support? 


C & C MOTOCROSS PARK — This 
North Texas track is located near the 
town of Crowley on Farm Road 1902. 
The length of the track varies from .7 to 
one mile, depending on the layout. 
Riders go through a twisting, dry creek 
bed, a gravel pit, and down some fast 
straights. Most of the race is run on 
hard-packed black soil, not much 
traction but plenty of fun for the 
spectators watching the riders slip and 
slide. Mostly small jumps, but plenty of 
them. Adjoining the track is a 
year-round spring-fed creek for folks to 
cool their heels in. A much popular 
track with riders in the Dallas-Fort 
Worth area. C & C runs on the second 
Sunday in each month for a $300-500 
purse. Juniors run 5 lap motos, Experts 
go seven. 


CUERO MOTOCROSS PARK — This 
South Texas town is probably the least 
likely place for a motocross track in the 
whole world. All it takes is a moto-nut 
like Fred Zentner; if we ever decide to 
put a motocross track on the moon, 
Fred is the man to: call. His 9/10 mile 
long track is a fun-filled roller coaster of 
gullies, off-cambers, and steep drops and 
climbs. Some sandy off-camber turns to 
fool you, but mostly hard packed clay. 
Lots of trees for shade and crashes. A 
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little too narrow for most riders, but it 
makes passing interesting. A fun track. 
Fred runs five-lap motos for a purse of 
$250 on the third Sunday each month. 


CYCLESPORTS PARK — Located in 
Conroe, Texas, 30 miles north of 
Houston. The most universally 
acclaimed track in the state, and for 
good reason. Home of the July 11 Inter- 
AMA race as well as the site of last 
year’s Inter-Am. This track is a favorite 
of John DeSoto and Gary Bailey. A mile 
in length and all natural terrain, 
Cyclesports Park has an ideal natural 
setting and soil conditions. It has several 
jumps with one super launch-pad. AMA 
M-X champ Dick Burleson says of this 
track, “You’ve got sand for the sand 
guys, turns for the turn guys, straights 
for the straight guys, and a jump for 
Evel Kneivel!” Good view for the 
spectators, big shade trees, too. Riders 
race 7 laps three times for $390 on the 
first Sunday of each month. Juniors and 
Intermediates get trophies. 


FOREST GLADE 
PARK — Located off Farm Road 666 
just north of Corpus Christi, Texas. This 
mile long track is perched on a cliff 
above the Nueces River. It’s a fairly 
narrow track that winds through a lot of 
trees, but a nice layout with giant berms 
and fast S-curves. Forest Glade demands 
a lot from the riders because there isn’t 
any place on the track to rest and a 
sloppy line through a corner might put 
in close proximity of a liveoak. More 
than adequate facilities with half the 
track visible from many spots, 
swimming too. They run on the fourth 
Sunday of each month for a $350 purse 
and trophies for the Juniors. Money 
riders go eight laps and Juniors six. 


GREEN VALLEY RACEWAY — This is 
a popular road-racing track near Ft. 
Worth that runs motocross in the 
infield. It is a short, hard packed course 
that has plenty of trees nearby to keep 
riders on their toes. Could be a very nice 
track with some work. Promoters seem 
more interested in running motocross as 
a preliminary event to the road races.

HAPPELL HILL 


MOTOCROSS PARK, INC. — Located 
on US 290, 55 miles west of Houston in 





CYCLESPORTS 
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Chappell Hill, Texas. This track is as 
good as its name is long. Between forty 
and 75 feet wide, this mile long track 
has plenty of room to pass and several 
good lines through each corner. It's 
built on a hillside so you are always 
either going uphill or down. Very rough 
with lots of whoop-de-doos, high flying 
jumps, and a water crossing. Lots and 
lots of sand for good traction. 
Definitely a championship calibre track. 
They run on the second Sunday of each 
month. Experts run 10 lap motos for a 
purse of $400.00. You can always find 
the best riders and most avid spectators 
at Chappell Hill. 


KAPITAL KATZ MOTORCYCLE 
PARK — Located near downtown 
Austin, Texas on Ed Bluestein Blvd. 
This natural amphitheater type track is 
a natural for both riders and spectators. 
Almost every inch of the action can be 
seen from the edge of this abandoned 
sand pit. A rugged mile-long track, it is 
the scene of only one race a year. Then 
why include it, you ask? Because the 
city of Austin sponsors those races, 
usually the first Sunday in August or 
last in July, in conjunction with their 
annual Aqua-Festival. The following 
Sunday is the occasion for the annual 
road races run on city streets, also 
sponsored by the city. Two solid 
weekends, motocross and road races, all 
put on by the fat cat with the cigar. 
Unbelievable. 


LA LAGUNA RACEWAYS — Located 
west of El Paso on highway 80 in 
Anthony, Texas. A few feet farther west 
and this track would be in New Mexico. 
One of the few tracks in the state that 
runs AMA sanctioned motocross 
regularly. This % mile long facility has 
lots of man-made jumps water traps and 
deep sand. If the six-lap motos aren't 
enough to tire you out, you might give 
the Yà-mile oval a try, or how about a 
boat ride on the adjoining lake? La 
Laguna runs twice a month for trophies. 
If you're just watching and come on a 
bike, it's only 4 bits admission. 


SAN ANTONIO MOTOSPORT PARK 
— Local Yamaha dealer Larry Gross 
went all out when he built this beauty 7 
miles east of town off US 87. This 
relatively new track is very, very wide 
with plenty of sand. A good jump and 
water crossing.. Better be in good shape 
before you ride this track, it is 
demanding and the temperature in San 
Antonio rarely falls below 99 degrees. If 
you think you’ve seen whoop-de-doos, 
take a gander at the 10 foot deep 
whoopdies at this track. John DeSoto 
recently taught a motocross school here 
and had nothing but nice words for the

SOUTHWEST MOTOCROSS PARK — 
Located in Lockhart, Texas, 30 miles 
south of Austin. Riders either love or 
hate this track. Most love its 
bone-crunching 1.24 miles of sand, 
steep climbs, and mud. Probably the 
closest thing to a European Grand Prix 
track you'll find in Texas. This is a very 
rough, no-nonsense course with lots of 
off-camber rocky turns to remember. A 
100-foot change of elevation over the 
length of the track. The devil designed 
Lockhart. Very nice comfort facilities, 
including river showers, a beautiful 
camping area and running water. Plenty 
of big oak trees for shade. Owner J.B. 
Roberts runs 10-15 minute motos and 
pays a total of $445.00 to Experts. 
Lockhart runs the fourth Sunday each 
month. A top notch track, but not for 
the faint of heart. 


WEST TEXAS MOTOCROSS PARK — 
Located in San Angelo, Texas. This % 
mile long track is a good combination of 
loose and hard surfaces. It has 12 jumps 
and a big, loose hill. Owner Tom Sparks 
changes the track regularly so local 
riders can’t get too proficient. It’s nice 
to see motocross getting popular in West 
Texas. They run on the first Sunday in 
each month for a $200 purse. Site of a 
points series championship for West 
Texans.

The stocks paid 
big and dune buggies and four wheel 
drive filled in with three classes of bikes 
allowed to run on a soft pedaled basis. 

Ak Miller of Whittier, Calif., drove his 
Ford Mustang to the top with precision 
and took, home everything but the 
trophy girl. But, the mass starting bikes

from everywhere, despite the fact that 
probably not more than two or three 
people in town had ever seen a 
motocross.

For the past week we've been trying 
out a new device called DiffBrake 
which, in effect, makes its user into an 


expert rider as far as stopping is 
concerned. 

The DiffBrake is the brainchild of 
aerospace engineer Russ Shreve of 


Michigan and, as its name implies, it is a 
differential connection activated by the 
rear brake pedal that applies the front 
brake at just the right pressure to slow 
or stop a speeding motorcycle quicker 
than all but a few experts can achieve 
with conventional controls. What is 
more, the DiffBrake is operated by the 
foot brake pedal alone, leaving the 
rider’s right hand firmly clutching the 
throttle-grip for better control over 
bumpy terrain. 

Inventor Shreve brought us a Yamaha 
125, kindly loaned for our test by 
Bloomfield Sport Cycle in Pontiac, 


Michigan. He explained that the 
DiffBrake has been tested and 
developed for eight months on ice, 
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snow, mud and pavement (wet and dry) 


in both competition and everyday use. 
Thirty-seven test units are now in use by 
such racing stars as Dick Robbins who 
runs it on his motocross-winning Ossa, 
and brother Jim Robbins has a unit 
fitted to his Husqvarna. Both men swear 
by the device, claiming it stops them in 
about half the distance of the 
conventional hand-and-toe method. 
Barry Mayo, famed Michigan dirt racer, 
claims he gains about two seconds in

Simi Valley M.C. & Oxnard Sports Festival 
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each turn over the competition, just 
because he runs a DiffBrake. Two 
seconds per turn, multiplied by, say, ten 
turns per lap, equals a 20-second gain 
over the opposition each lap. That may 
help explain why DiffBrakes are selling 
so rapidly in Michigan, where Mayo and 
the Robbines run. 

Another factor that will help make 
them popular is the price. You can buy 
a DiffBrake kit and install it in 15 to 20 
minutes for $21.95. 

The principle that DiffBrake uses to 
give its advantage is that the front brake 
provides 70% of the stopping power on 
a motorcycle. By linking the rear and 
front binders in series, Shreve’s 
invention applies first the rear brake, as 
pressure is increased, then the front 
brake is applied by the same pedal, at a 
differential pressure compared to the 
rear, determined by an adjustment 
preloaded on the DiffBrake’s spring, 
which interrupts the rear braking 
operation rod. (Cable-operated rear 
brakes have to be modified to 
rod-operated when the unit is installed.) 

As proof of the pudding, we flung 
Bloomfield’s cycle around our test 
track, diving into the turns 30 feet 
deeper than usual and hitting the brake 
pedal hard. The machine squatted on its 
suspension and tracked around the turn 
with amazing control. We aimed for the 
only mud-puddle on the course, trying 
to lock the front brake independently 
of the rear, but it just didn’t happen. All 
the time the right hand was tightly 
wrapped around the throttle grip and 
we've never felt in better control. 

It was possible, by toeing the brake 
lightly, to lock the rear wheel to set up 
a slide, while allowing the front one to 
free-wheel, maintaining control. 

It seemed to work too good to be 
true. We offered the Yamaha to Bob 
Grodzinski, local motocross expert and 
factory tester for John Penton, and Bob 
comfirmed our findings. “‘It’s real nice,” 
he admitted. But he’d like to have tried 
it on a bigger motor, like his 360 Husky, 
on a wetter course. 

The staff and several guest testers 
agreed that the DiffBrake works “like

power brakes." It should be a terrific 
safety advantage for road riders as well 
as that universally desired “unfair 
advantage” for racers. The only 
drawback we could find is one that Russ 
Shreve pointed out often happens to 
enduro riders using the DiffBrake: 
“other bikes keep running into you 
from the rear."

Let’s take a short break from the 
legislative scene and look at what is 
happening around the state.in the way 
of riding areas. 

JOHNSON VALLEY 

As announced in Cycle News several 
months ago, the BLM was entertaining 
plans of developing a 100,000 acre 
motorcycle area at Johnson Valley. 
Under the initial plans,the area would 
have been developed to provide parking, 
sanitation, and other relatively minor 
improvements. It would also have been 
designated on maps as an area which 
was ‘open’ to motorcycling, meaning 
that you could ride anywhere and not 
be confined to trails. 

But, just as soon as these plans were 
announced, the anti-motorcyclists went 
to work against us. Some member of the 
Sierra Club or the Desert Protective 
League (I'm not sure which). suddenly 
discovered a "rare form. of desert 
tortoise that exists in Johnson Valley 
and nowhere else on earth". Likewise, 
at the same time, the surrounding 
landowners formed the Johnson Valley 
Citizen's League with Mr. Lewis 
Armelino as President. I haven’t had the 
pleasure (?) of hearing one of Mr. 
Armelino’s many speeches before civic 
groups and anyone else that he can get 
to listen to him. However, my 
informants tell me that although Mr. 
Armelino is far from a polished speaker 
and that he can't logically discuss 
anything which isn't written for him as 
a 'finished speech', there are a lot of 
people listening to him. Unfortunately, 
there are very few motorcyclists (if any) 
who are making themselves ‘heard’ on 
this same issue. 

As a result of the ‘rabble-rousers’, the 
BLM has quietly dropped its plans for 
Johnson Valley and is now 
concentrating its efforts on providing a 
mechanical park in Stoddard Valley. In 
the meantime, the BLM has not closed 
Johnson Valley. It is just not going to 
develop the area or designate it as 
“open” on maps. 

STODDARD VALLEY 

This area totals 13,580 acres, 1,280 
acres of which are on private land. The 
remaining 12,300 acres are public land 
under the administration of the BLM 
and wil be ‘“‘open” for use by 
motorcyclists. The BLM plans to make 
some necessary improvements to this 
area and it holds a great deal of promise. 






the 


BUT, we can lose this area too if we 
allow any motorcyclists to enter upon 
the neighboring private land. The BLM 


will erect signs to designate the private' 


lands we are going to have to rely upon 


self-policing to stay within the 
prescribed boundaries. 
You can rest assured that the 


adjoining landowners will be watching 
our every move. And if we screw-up like 
we did at Panoche Hills, we will be 
hard-pressed to find any sympathy from 
the BLM or other land-use agencies. I'm 
not suggesting that we use 'physical 
encouragement' with errant bike-riders: 
we just have to get them off to one side 
and educate them. 

COW MOUNTAIN 

The Ukiah District of the BLM has 
installed a  district-oriented ORVAC 
group, of which I am a member. 
Initially, there was a great deal of 
pressure to close much of the 
BLM-administered lands to off-road 
vehicle use. However, during our 
subsequent discussions we have firmly 
established in the minds of everyone 
involved that there are basically two 
categories of off-road motorcyclists: 

1. Those who use their motorcycle in 
the same capacity that a horseman uses 
a horse. A means of conveyance to get 
from one point to another, 

2. Those who use their motorcycle in a 
competitive manner, such as rat-racing, 
hill-climbing, cross-country racing, 
trials, etc. 

As a result, it is quite well established 
that most of the BLM administered 
lands in the Ukiah District will remain 
open to off-road vehicle use, however, 
1. Cross country travel will be limited to 
designated “open areas”. 

2. Use will be limited to existing trail 
systems in “restricted areas”. Such use 
will also be subject to speed limits, 
common courtesy to other users, and 
bikes equipped with mufflers (or 
silencers) and spark arresters. 

3. There will be a very few "closed

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areas" such as wet meadows, grazing 
areas, and areas which have an 
irreplacable ecological value. 

In summary, we are not imposing any 
undue or unnecessary restraints upon 
motorcyclists. In return, we will have 
continued use of the vast majority of 
the public lands in the area. This wasn't 
part of the bargain, but the BLM 
announced that it intends to explore the 


feasibility of connecting many. of the. 


existing trails to provide us with 
additional trail systems. 
LONE PINE 


Last year the U.S. Forest Service 
completed an extension of the 
Horseshoe Meadow Road from Lone 
Pine into the previsouly inaccessible 
Cottonwood Basin. The Basin area is 
characterized by fragile mountain 
meadows and erodible decomposed 
granite soils that require special 
protection. Consequently, off-road 
vehicle travel is not permitted in the 
Basin area. The Horseshoe Meadow 
Road is open to all types of vhicle 
traffic. 

If you have occasion to ride in this 
area, send for a map of the Restricted 
Motor Vehicle Area of the Sequoia and 
Inyo National Forests. They can be 
obtained by writing to Mt. Whitney 
District, U.S. Forest Service, Lone Pine, 
California. 

GROUSE LAKES 

The Grouse Lakes area of the Tahoe 
National Forest has been receiving a 
highly accelerated recreational use in 
recent years, and the U.S. Forest Service 
feels that now is an appropriate time to 
determine which changes, if any, are 
needed in management direction. 
Current Multiple-Use management by 
the Forest Service has designated 
National Forest land in this area as 
“Water Influence" which gives priority 
to  water-oriented recreation and 
protection of the water shed. 
Possibilities for future management of 
Grouse Lakes are many.» Alternatives 


could range from full access 
development providing for facilities 
such as roads, resorts, etc., to restricted 
use such as day use by foot and horse 
travel only. 

The U.S. Forest Service is asking for 
assistance. They will have study teams 
in the area this summer collecting 
detailed resource information, and they 
need our inputs in the form of facts and 
evaluations which will help them 
determine an appropriate course of 
action. Letters should be addressed to 
Tahoe National Forest, Nevada City, 
California 95959, and should be sent 
before September 30th. 

LETTERS NEEDED 

Surely you have feelings on the 
foregoing items. Everyone who reads 
this should write to Mr. J. Russell 
Penny, Director, Bureau of Land 
Management, 2600 Cottage Way, 
Sacramento, CA 95825, and let him 
know of your feelings on Johnson and 
Stoddard Valleys. My suggestion is to 
praise the BLM with respect to 
Stoddard Valley and ask them to 
disregard the rabble-rousers and return 
to their original plans for development 
of Johnson Valley.

MOTORCYCLE NOISE 

For the first time, a recreational 
vehicle industry group has launched a 
national attack on noise pollution 
created by its own products. The 
Motorcycle Industry Council, 
representing more than 90 percent of 
motorcycle manufacturers, recently 
passed a joint resolution to limit the 
noise level emissions of its products. 

This new self-regulating noise 
standard will be met by the members of 
MIC starting December, 1971. The 
standard is 92 decibles and is considered 
by independent experts to be a big 
improvement on current levels, 


especially for motorcycles used 
primarily for off-road purposes. 
An intensive public information 


campaign, with the theme “Less Sound 
— More Ground” has been launched by 
MIC. This campaign, aimed at the rider 
as well as the public, will bring together 
thousands of dealers across the country.

MORE ON ENDURO PREPARATION 


Most of the preparation that we have gone into has been of the 
preventative nature, there are also things that you can do to be prepared 
for the things that happen whether or not you have tried to avoid them 
or not. Even the best of machines break down at one time or another. 
Some of these breakdowns cannot be repaired in the field and some can; 
it is up to you to be ready for any of them. Here are a few more tips on 
what you can do to be prepared for them. 


1.) Nobody plans to run out of gas, but if you 
do (usually | run low on fuel when | get lost 
and waste time and gas finding the course 
again) about your best bet for enough gas to 
get you to a check is another rider with a

larger tank. Trying to get gas from one tank 
to another in a hurry so the other rider won't 
be late can be a problem at times. If you take

3.) We should always be ready for that one 
time when we have a problem that is 
irreparable. When you have given up and there 
is no way out, a rider still doesn't want to 
leave his machine in the boonies and ride out 
with the cleanup crew or another rider. He 
would rather take his machine with him, so a 
tow rope of some kind is in order. A thin 
nylon line that can be carried in the pocket in 
all right, but | prefer a length of hemp 
wrapped around the crossbar of the 


handlebars as shown here. Now it serves a 
dual purpose, Not only do you have the rope 
handy (in case you want to hang yourself 
when you find you missed a check) but also 
acts as a padding for the crossbar which may 
save you a few teeth in case you doa fantastic 
endo. 





2.) While many riders malign the use of baling 
wire (it is rumored that H-D has a patent on 
this item) it can come in handy when you are 
out in the middle of nowhere. Once Red 
Williams, the Nebraska AMA Referee, used a 
piece of baling wire to hold the sprocket to 
the brake drum on his Harley-Davidson by 
weaving it back and forth through the rivet 
holes after the rivets had sheared off in the 
boonies. It can be carried in any 
inconspicuous place such as shown here. A 
length of it has been wound around the 
mirror bracket where it is out of the way but 
readily accessible.
